We  recommend  the  application  of  Nairn  Adhe¬ 
sive  Sealex  Linoleum  and  Nairn  Treadlite  Lino¬ 
leum  directly  to  smooth,  dry  wood  or  concrete 
floors  (above  grade)  without  the  use  of  lining 
felt. 

Installed  according  to  the  following  specifica¬ 
tions,  every  square  inch  of  Nairn  Adhesive 
Sealex  Linoleum  and  Nairn  Treadlite  Linoleum 
grips  the  floor  like  a  vise — insuring  a  permanent 
job! 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  LAYING 

1.  UNROLLING — No  linoleum  should  be  un¬ 
rolled  when  cold.  Before  unrolling,  it  should 
be  kept  at  a  minimum  room  temperature  of 
65°  F.  for  at  least  twelve  hours. 

2.  OVER  WOOD  FLOORS— Since  no  linoleum 
floor  can  be  smoother  than  the  underfloor,  all 
loose  floor  boards  should  be  nailed  tightly  and 
all  uneven  joints  planed  or  sanded  smooth. 


Carefully  remove  baseboard  moulding  if  any. 
Replace  moulding  after  laying  the  linoleum. 
Wherever  possible,  lay  Nairn  Adhesive  Sealex 
Linoleum  and  Nairn  Treadlite  Linoleum  cross¬ 
wise  to  the  floor  boards. 

CAUTION:  NO  LINOLEUM  ADHESIVE 
WILL  STICK  TO  WAXED  OR  OILY  FLOORS. 
REMOVE  ALL  WAX  WITH  TURPENTINE 
AND  WASH  FLOOR  CLEAN  USING 
STRONG  CAUSTIC.  THEN  RINSE 
THOROUGHLY  WITH  CLEAR  WATER 
AND  ALLOW  TO  DRY.  OILY  FLOORS 
MUST  BE  SANDED. 

3.  OVER  CONCRETE  FLOORS  —  (above 
grade  only) — It  is  important  that  these  floors 
be  dry,  smooth  and  free  from  foreign  matter. 
Fill  all  cracks  and  breaks  with  plaster  of  Paris. 

4.  CUTTING  AND  FITTING— Cut  the  first 
width  to  fit  from  wall  to  wall  and  trim  closely 
to  fit  baseboards  at  end  and  side  walls.  Be 
sure  that  all  dust  and  trimmings  are  swept  up 
before  laying  the  linoleum  in  its  final  position. 

5.  ACTIVATING  AND  INSTALLING— Turn 
half  of  fitted  width  back  on  itself  and  activate 
adhesive  on  the  back.  To  do  this,  dip  a  soft 
bristle  brush  (such  as  that  illustrated)  into  a 
pail  of  water  (preferably  warm)  and  apply 


water  freely  over  the  exposed  back.  In  2  to  3 
minutes  the  adhesive  will  turn  lighter  in  color. 
Keep  brush  thoroughly  wet  and  with  light 
sweeping  strokes,  distribute  water  uniformly 
and  transform  the  adhesive  to  a  creamy  con¬ 
sistency  over  entire  area.  See  Fig.  1. 

Now  turn  the  activated  half  of  the  sheet  back 
into  place  on  the  floor  and  press  it  dowm  all 
over  with  foot  pressure,  then  turn  back  the 
other  half  of  the  sheet,  activate  and  apply  to 
the  floor  in  the  same  manner. 

6.  MATCHING  AND  CUTTING  SEAMS  — 
Tight  and  properly  matched  seams  add  greatly 
to  the  attractive  appearance  of  the  finished 
floor.  After  cementing  the  first  width  into 
place,  fit  adjoining  width  so  that  it  slightly 
overlaps  and  the  pattern  matches.  Using  the 
edge  of  the  top  sheet  as  a  guide,  cut  through 
the  bottom  sheet  and  remove  the  trimming. 
Activate  the  back  as  with  first  sheet  and  press 
firmly  into  place.  See  Fig.  2. 

7.  CLEANING  AND  WAXING— Immediately 
after  completion  of  the  laying,  clean  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  linoleum  wdth  a  damp  cloth  and 
apply  a  coat  of  NAIRN  SELF-POLISHING 
WAX.  In  a  short  time  this  wax  dries  to  a  fine 
lustrous  finish.  The  floor  is  then  immediately 
ready  for  use.

Adhesive:  Adhesive  for  securing  the  tile  to  the  cement 
underfloors  shall  be  an  approved  material  as  manufac¬ 
tured  by  Congoleum-Nairn  Inc.,  known  as  Nairn  Green 
Label  Paste. 

PREPARATION  OF  UNDERFLOORS 

The  concrete  underfloor  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Sealex 
Linoleum  Tile  contractor  broom-clean,  and  free  from 
moisture.  The  surface  shall  be  an  even  trowelled  cement 
finish.  Where  standard  joint  construction  is  used,  the 
joints  shall  be  filled  in  by  the  tile  contractor  with  plaster 
of  Paris  or  other  suitable  quick-setting  plaster  material 
so  that  an  even  surface  will  be  formed  over  the  entire 
area. 

APPLICATION  OF  MATERIALS 

1.  The  pattern  as  selected  by  the  architect  and  as  speci¬ 
fied  on  the  drawing  shall  be  laid  out  to  fit  the  room 
area.  The  border  or  first  rows  of  tile  at  walls  shall 
be  scribed  to  fit  exactly  and  so  that  the  exposed  edges 
form  the  proper  lines  for  the  lay-out  of  the  field  area. 

2.  The  area  should  be  spread  with  the  cement  immedi¬ 
ately  ahead  of  the  tile  and  each  tile  embedded  into 
the  cement  and  fitted  snugly  against  preceding  tiles. 

3.  After  the  area  has  been  thus  covered  with  the  tile  in 
the  proper  design  as  specified,  the  surface  shall  be 
rolled  thoroughly  with  a  linoleum  roller  weighing 
not  less  than  ten  pounds  per  inch  of  contact. 

CLEANING  OF  FLOORS 

After  application,  the  surface  of  the  tile  shall  be  thor¬ 
oughly  cleaned  with  kerosene,  removing  all  spots  of 
adhesive  and  other  dirt.

INSTALLATION  SPECIFICATIONS 


The  distinctive  advantages  of  linoleum  have  brought  about  its  application  to  many 
interior  areas  which  have  involved  certain  technical  problems  and  which  must  be  met 
to  insure  the  utmost  satisfaction.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  section  to  show  in  detail 
correct  methods  of  application  in  all  types  of  areas,  including  those  where  such  prob¬ 
lems  exist.  The  installation  specifications  described  and  illustrated  herein  have  been 
collated  for  the  convenience  of  architects,  builders,  and  linoleum  layer-mechanics. 

These  specifications  are  the  result  of  practical  research  and  actual  experience  over 
a  period  of  40  years  both  in  the  field  on  actual  jobs  and  in  the  Laying  School  for 
layer-mechanics  which  Congoleum-Nairn  maintains  at  Kearny,  New  Jersey.

The  linoleum  contractor  shall  furnish  and  install  the  materials  hereinafter  specified  on  all  subfloor 
areas  as  follows: 

MATERIALS: 

Linoleum:  The  linoleum  used  to  be  Nairn . Linoleum,  thickness . ,  Pattern 

No . .  and  shall  be  delivered  on  the  job  in  full  rolls,  and  shall  conform  to 

Federal  Specifications  LLL-L-351  or  LLL-L-361.  Every  roll  must  be  marked  with  the 
maker’s  name  and  grade  of  the  linoleum.  This  material  shall  be  subjected  to  a 
continuous  temperature  of  70°  F.  for  at  least  24  hours  before  installation. 

Adhesive:  The  adhesive  for  cementing  the  linoleum  directly  to  the  concrete  underfloor  shall 
be  Nairn  Green  Label  Paste  as  manufactured  by  Congoleum-Nairn  Inc.,  and 
applied  in  accordance  with  manufacturer’s  instructions. 

UNDERFLOOR  CONDITION:  The  concrete  floor  shall  be  furnished  to  the  linoleum  contractor 
broom-clean  and  satisfactorily  dry.  The  surface  shall  be  a  smooth,  even,  troweled-cement  finish. 
Standard  Construction:  On  standard  construction  the  concrete  slab  shall  have  a  cement  topping 
not  less  than  thick  and  a  mix  no  leaner  than  one-part  Portland  Cement  and  three-parts 
clean  screened  sand.  Expansion  joints  which  are  cut  through  the  top  layer  of  the  cement  shall 
be  retroweled,  furnishing  an  even  top  surface. 

Monolithic  Construction:  On  monolithic  construction  the  concrete  floor  slab  shall  be  troweled  to 
a  smooth  side-walk  finish,  free  from  high  and  low  spots. 

On  concrete  floors  where  expansion  joints  have  not  been  retroweled,  they  shall  be  filled  in  by 
the  linoleum  contractor  with  non-shrinking  plastic  material  such  as  Savogran,  Floorstone  or  equal, 
so  that  such  joints  will  not  show  through  the  surface  of  the  linoleum. 

Installation  of  linoleum  shall  not  proceed  until  tests  have  been  made  to  assure  that  the  floors  are 
satisfactorily  dry.  These  tests  shall  be  conducted  preferably  with  a  Congoleum-Nairn  Inc.,  concrete 
moisture  content  detector.  No  linoleum  shall  be  laid  under  this  specification  over  concrete  which  is 
below  or  on  grade,  or  directly  over  the  ground  {unless  ventilation  is  provided  between  the  underfloor 
and  the  ground). 

APPLICATION  OF  MATERIALS:  On  the  concrete  floor  thus  prepared,  Nairn  Linoleum  shall  be 
applied.  It  shall  be  cut  to  fit  the  room  accurately  and  neatly  and  shall  be  laid  so  as  to  have  the 
fewest  possible  seams  and  in  a  manner  to  assure  pattern  match  at  longitudinal  and  cross  seams. 
At  junctions  with  vertical  surfaces,  the  linoleum  shall  be  carefully  scribed  so  as  to  form  a  tight  joint 
at  these  points.  Allowances  shall  be  made  for  from  3^  inch  to  ^  inch  lap  at  all  seams  for  double 
cutting  (see  "NOTE"  on  next  page  for  pattern  goods).  The  linoleum  shall  then  be  cemented  all  over 
directly  to  the  concrete  floor  using  Nairn  Green  Label  Paste,  and  shall  be  rolled  immediately  from 
the  center  of  the  sheet  out,  with  a  roller  weighing  150  pounds,  to  obtain  complete  adhesion  and  to 
remove  all  air  bubbles. 

SEAMS:  After  the  linoleum  has  thus  been  cemented  to  the  floor  with  the  seams  properly  lapped,  the 
seams  shall  be  cut  through  the  two  thicknesses  and  the  edges  of  the  linoleum  shall  then  be  embedded 
into  the  adhesive  and  thoroughly  rolled  to  obtain  a  tight,  even,  workmanlike  seam. 

All  seams  and  edges  shall  be  thoroughly  weighted  down  with  sand  bags  to  aid  proper  adhesion. 
Where  cross  seams  in  linoleum  are  necessary,  the  linoleum  should  be  cemented  to  the  floor 
allowing  approximately  six  inches  lap  where  the  seam  is  to  be  made.  After  the  cemented  area  has 
been  thoroughly  rolled,  the  linoleum  should  be  left  in  this  lapped  condition  for  at  least  one  hour  to 
permit  any  shrinkage  that  might  occur.  Paste  should  then  be  applied  to  the  floor  under  the  lap  and 
the  linoleum  cut  through  both  thicknesses  using  a  straight  edge  as  a  guide.  During  this  operation, 
excessive  bending  of  the  linoleum  should  be  avoided.

NOTE:  Specifications  for  cutting  seams  where  pattern  goods  are  to  be  installed.  The  seams  shall 
be  only  slightly  lapped  (not  more  than  %  inch).  The  edge  of  the  upper  sheet  shall  be  used  as  a 
guide  for  cutting  the  lower  sheet  in  order  to  secure  a  tight  and  sighti/  seam.  This  method  of  applying 
pattern  goods  must  be  followed  to  avoid  distorting  the  pattern. 

CLEANING  OF  LINOLEUM:  The  linoleum  contractor  shall  remove  all  paste  spots  with  a  damp 
cloth,  leaving  the  linoleum  floor  broom  clean  and  in  good  condition. 

PROTECTION:  After  the  linoleum  floors  have  been  inspected  and  approved,  the  general  contractor 
shall  cover  the  linoleum  with  heavy  paper  in  rooms  where  painting  or  other  work  is  to  be  done  as 
a  protection  until  the  building  is  ready  for  occupancy. 

LIGHTING,  HEATING,  HOISTING  AND  POWER:  Without  cost  to  the  linoleum  contractor  the 
owner  or  general  contractor  shall  maintain  a  temperature  of  at  least  70°  F.  during  the  time  the 
linoleum  work  is  being  done.  He  shall  light  the  rooms  sufficiently  for  efficient  work;  he  shall  furnish 
hoisting  service;  he  shall  furnish  the  necessary  power  to  clean  and  polish  the  floor. 

GUARANTEE:  The  linoleum  contractor  shall  guarantee  the  floor  against  all  defects  in  material 
and  workmanship  for . years  from  date  of  the  completion  of  the  job. 


PLASTER:  Erection  of  Walls:  Walls  and  ceilings  to  receive  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  as  indicated  on 
the  plans  and/or  as  called  for  in  the  specifications,  shall  be  of  good  quality -plaster  with  white 
coat  finish,  erected  in  such  manner  that  when  dry  they  shall  be  firm,  hard  and  smooth. 

Rough  spots  and  trowel  marks  shall  be  sanded  smootb-with  coarse  sandpaper.  Cracks  or  inden¬ 
tations  shall  be  filled  with  Savogran  Type  A  Cement,  or  equal,  sanded  to  a  smooth  surface  when  dry. 

Interior  corners  shall  be  square,  brought  to  a  true  plumb — or — rounded  to  a  radius  of 
Exterior  corners  shall  be  square,  brought  to  a  true  plumb — or — rounded  to  a  radius  of 
Explanatory  note — in  the  case  of  interior  corners  it  is  not  necessary  to  erect  rounded  plaster 
corners  as  the  wall-covering  itself  will  form  the  desired  cove;  provision  for  rounded  exterior 
corners  must  be  made  in  the  plaster.

Brown  coat  and  special  patent  plasters:  If  cement  is  added  to  the  brown  coat  mix  and  if  the 
surface  is  steel  troweled  to  a  smooth  finish,  the  brown  coat  may  be  used  as  an  underwall  for  Nairn 
Wall  Linoleum.  Patent  plasters  properly  troweled  are  also  suitable. 

On  all  walls  and  ceilings  as  indicated  on  the  plans  and/or  as  called  for  in  the  specifications, 
supply  and  install  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  as  follows:

TREATMENT  OF  WALL  LINOLEUM  AT  CORNERS:  Interior  corners  shall  be  rounded — or — 
squared;  exterior  corners  shall  be  rounded — or — squared,  as  shown  on  the  plans  and/or  in  the 
specifications. 


ALLOWANCE  FOR  THICKNESS  OF  WALL  LINOLEUM:  An  allowance  of  approximately 
for  thickness  of  wall  linoleum  shall  be  made  at  all  abutments,  such  as  wall  fixtures  (especially  bath¬ 
room  equipment),  door  jambs,  window  frames,  baseboards,  etc.

BRIEF  SPECIFICATIONS:  On  all  plaster  walls  as  indicated  on  plans  and/or  as  called  for  in 

specifications,  apply  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  Pattern  No . The  wall  linoleum  shall  be 

Installed  in  accordance  with  the  manufacturer’s  specifications. 


SPECIFICATION  FOR  PLASTER  WALLS:  Walls  and  ceilings  to  receive  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  as 
indicated  on  the  plans  and/or  as  called  for  in  the  specifications,  shall  be  of  good  quality  plaster 
with  white  coat  finish,  erected  in  such  manner  that  when  dry  they  shall  be  firm,  hard  and  smooth.

Linoleum:  The  linoleum  used  to  be  Nairn . Linoleum,  thickness . .  Pattern 

No . .  and  shall  be  delivered  on  the  job  in  full  rolls,  and  shall  conform  to 

Federal  Specifications  LLL-L-35]  or  LLL-L-361.  Every  roll  must  be  marked  with  the 
maker's  name  and  grade  of  the  linoleum.  This  material  shall  be  subjected  to  a 
continuous  temperature  of  70°  F.  for  at  least  24  hours  before  installation. 

Lining  Felt:  {To  be  used  over  wood  underfloors  only).  The  felt  shall  be  Nairn  Lining  Felt,  either 
unsaturated  or  asphalt  saturated.  The  unsaturated  lining  felt  shall  weigh  approxi¬ 
mately  one  pound  per  square  yard.  The  saturated  felt  shall  have  a  minimum 
weight  of  approximately  one  and  one-half  pounds  per  square  yard. 


Adhesive:  The  adhesive  for  cementing  the  lining  felt  to  the  wood  floor  as  well  as  the  linoleum 
to  the  lining  felt  shall  be  Nairn  Green  Label  Paste  as  manufactured  by  Congoleum- 
Nairn  Inc.,  and  applied  in  accordance  with  manufacturer’s  instructions. 


UNDERFLOOR  CONDITION:  The  underfloor  must  be  smooth  and  even.  The  wood  floor  (if  new) 
shall  be  furnished  and  installed  by  another  contractor.  The  wood  floor  shall  be  a  double  floor 

brought  up  to  a  surface . below  the  finished  floor  level.  The  lower  boards  of  this  double 

floor  shall  be  thoroughly  face-nailed  to  the  joists  and  laid  diagonally  over  them.  The  top  boards 
shall  be  thoroughly  dry  and  well-seasoned  tongue  and  groove  lumber  not  more  than  4"  wide 
face),  laid  at  right  angles  to  the  floor  joists  and  toe-nailed  with  eight-penny  steel-cut  nails 
on  18"  centers.

Green  Label  Paste.  The  felt  is  to  be  laid  with  carefully  butted  joints — all  cross  joints  to  be  staggered. 
The  felt  shall  be  carefully  cut  to  fit  around  all  vertical  surfaces.  The  felt  shall  be  thoroughly  rolled 
into  the  adhesive  with  a  linoleum  roller  weighing  150  pounds. 

Over  the  lining  felt  thus  installed  Nairn . Linoleum  shall  be  applied.  It  shall  be  cut  to  fit  the 

room  accurately  and  neatly  and  shall  be  laid  so  as  to  have  the  fewest  possible  seams  and  in  a 
manner  to  assure  pattern  match  at  longitudinal  and  cross  seams.  The  linoleum  shall  be  laid  at  right 
angles  to  the  floor  boards  and  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  having  the  seams  of  the  linoleum 
fall  directly  over  the  seams  of  the  felt. 

At  junctions  with  vertical  surfaces,  the  linoleum  shall  be  carefully  scribed  so  as  to  form  a  tight 
joint  at  these  points.  Allowance  shall  be  made  for  3^  to  ^  inch  lap  at  all  seams  for  double  cutting 
(see  NOTE  on  next  page  for  pattern  goods). 

The  linoleum  shall  then  be  cemented  all  over  to  the  felt,  using  Nairn  Green  Label  Paste  and  shall 
be  rolled  immediately  from  the  center  of  the  sheet  out  with  a  roller,  weighing  150  pounds,  to 
obtain  complete  adhesion  and  to  remove  all  air  bubbles.

Walls  and  ceilings,  to  receive  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  as  indicated  on  the  plans  or  as  called  for  in  the 
specification,  shall  be  of  recessed  edge  type  Gypsum  Wall  Board  utilizing  a  non-metallic  tape 
and  cement  flush-joint  system.  Caution — do  not  use  a  loosely  woven  fabric  tape. 

FRAMING:  Framing  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  manufacturer’s  specification.  Special  attention 
shall  be  given  in  properly  lining  up  all  studs  and  joists  to  provide  a  plane,  smooth  surface.  Supple¬ 
mentary  2"  X  4"  headers  shall  be  provided  on  ceilings  and  walls  to  receive  all  horizontal  joints. 
Proper  ground  shall  be  provided  where  bathroom  fixtures  are  to  be  installed. 

For  old  plaster  walls  and  ceiling,  refer  to  the  manufacturer's  specification. 

APPLICATION  OF  GYPSUM  WALL  BOARD:  Gypsum  Wall  Boards  shall  be  applied  and  nailed 
in  accordance  with  the  manufacturer’s  specification.  Nails  shall  be  cement  coated  4d-l^".  All 
recessed  edges  shall  be  face  out  and  all  boards  applied  at  right  angles  to  the  studs  and  joists. 
Panels  shall  be  in  one  piece  as  far  as  possible. 

Around  recessed  bathtubs,  the  joint  between  the  tub  and  the  boards  shall  be  left  open  34^". 
This  joint  shall  be  grouted  in  by  the  linoleum  contractor  with  a  water  resistant  non-shrinking  plastic 
compound. 
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JOINT  TREATMENT:  A  non-metallic  tape  and  cement  flush-joint  system  shall  be  applied  in 
accordance  with  the  manufacturer’s  specification.  Make  certain  that  the  center  of  the  tape  is 
placed  exactly  over  the  joint.  Two  applications  of  cement  and  two  sanding  operations  shall  be 
employed  to  provide  a  surface  perfectly  smooth  and  flush  with  the  face  of  the  boards. 

Fill  all  cut  end  joints  and  other  openings  and  spot  all  nail  heads  with  cement.  When  dry,  sand 
lightly  to  a  perfectly  smooth  surface  flush  with  the  boards.  Repeat  this  application. 

APPROVAL  OF  GYPSUM  WALL  BOARD:  All  Gypsum  Wall  Board  walls  and  ceilings  to 
receive  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Wall  Linoleum  contractor  and 
shall  be  thoroughly  primed  with  one  coat  of  Nairn  Wall  Primer,  except  around  tubs  where  two 
coats  shall  be  applied. 

RESPONSIBILITY:  Neither  Congoleum-Nairn  npr  the  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  contractor  will  accept 
any  responsibility  for  the  proper  erection  of  the  Gypsum  Wall  Board  walls  and  ceilings  that  are 
to  receive  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum.  Any  defects  appearing  at  a  later  date  resulting  from  improper 
nailing,  movement  of  the  boards  and  improper  joint  treatment,  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  others. 

GENERAL  SPECIFICATIONS:  On  all  walls  and  ceilings  as  indicated  on  the  plans  and/or  as  called 
for  in  the  specifications,  supply  and  install  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  as  follows; 

MATERIALS:  Wall  Linoleum — The  wall  linoleum  shall  be  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum,  Pattern  No . 

ADHESIVE:  The  adhesive  for  bonding  wall  linoleum  to  underwall  shall  be  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum

TREATMENT  OF  WALL  LINOLEUM  AT  CORNERS:  Interior  corners  shall  be  rounded — or — 
squared;  exterior  corners  shall  be  rounded — or — squared,  as  shown  on  the  plans  and/or  in  the 
specifications. 

ALLOWANCE  FOR  THICKNESS  OF  WALL  LINOLEUM:  An  allowance  of  approximately 
for  thickness  of  wall  linoleum  shall  be  made  at  all  abutments,  such  as  wall  fixtures  (especially  bath¬ 
room  equipment),  door  jambs,  window  frames,  baseboards,  etc.

BATHROOM  AREAS 


The  mason  contractor  shall  provide  on  walls  and  ceiling  the  proper  plaster  backing  which  shall 
be  of  a  good  quality  white-coat,  steel  finish,  which,  when  dry,  shall  be  firm,  hard  and  smooth. 

APPLICATION  OP  MATERIALS:  The  wall  linoleum  contractor  shall  sand  lightly  a  strip  of  the 
plaster  abutting  the  tub  area  and  up  to  a  height  of  approximately  8"  above  the  tub  and  then 
apply  two  coats  of  Nairn  Wall  Primer,  allowing  the  first  coat  to  dry  thoroughly  before  applying  the 
second.  The  tub  area  which  joins  the  wall  shall  be  protected  during  this  operation  with  a 
paper  tape  which  shall  be  removed  after  the  primer  has  been  applied  and  dried. 

The  wall  linoleum  contractor  shall  then  install  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  in  accordance  with  the  standard 
practice  as  prescribed  by  the  manufacturer  on  all  plaster  areas  of  wall  and  ceiling.  After  the 
walls  and  ceiling  areas  have  been  properly  cut  where  the  cove  and  feature  strips  are  to  be  inserted 
at  the  junction  between  the  vertical  and  ceiling  areas,  the  areas  between  the  two  trimmed  areas 
shall  be  spread  with  Nairn  Wall  Adhesive  No.  310  and  the  feature  strips  and  filler  cove  inserted  and 
rolled  on  vertical  and  ceiling  areas  so  that  proper  adhesion  is  secured  and  all  air  blisters  are 
removed.  Mitre  joints  shall  be  cut  at  inside  and  outside  corners  where  the  material  laps  to  provide 
a  sightly  seam  at  these  points.

In  standing  shower  stalls,  the  walls  and  ceilings  to  receive  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  as  indicated  on 
the  plans  or  as  called  for  in  the  specifications,  shall  be  of  Keene’s  Cement  Waterproof  Plaster  or 
approved  equal,  erected  to  a  true  plane,  free  of  any  surface  projections  or  indentations.  Inside 
corners  shall  be  sharp  and  plumb.  Exterior  corners  of  entrance  jambs  shall  be  rounded,  using  a 
radius  metal  corner.  Soap  receptacles,  grab  rails,  etc.,  of  the  flush  built-in  type  shall  extend  3^" 
from  the  face  of  the  cement  finish. 


APPLICATION  OP  MATERIALS:  The  wall  linoleum  contractor  shall  first  prime  the  entire  area  of 
the  Keene  Cement  with  two  coats  of  Nairn  Wall  Primer.  The  linoleum  contractor  shall  then  install 
Nairn  Wall  Linoleum  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  for  the  application  of  this  material 
over  plaster  walls  and  ceiling.  Special  precaution  must  be  taken  to  secure  a  tight,  firm  bond  at  the 
junction  with  the  base  of  the  shower  area,  whether  of  metal,  rubber,  terrazzo  or  concrete.

The  carpenter  contractor  shall  furnish  to  the  linoleum  contractor  proper  backing  and  base  true 
and  plumb  to  receive  the  linoleum.  The  plumber  shall  furnish  the  sink  which  shall  be  secured  to  the 
under  side  of  the  sink  area  with  proper  supports  and  embedded  in  a  water-proof  compound. 

APPLICATION  OF  MATERIALS:  On  the  area  thus  prepared,  the  linoleum  contractor  shall  install 
in  one-piece  construction  Nairn  Linoleum  of  gauge  and  pattern  as  specified.  At  all  junctions  between 
vertical  and  horizontal  surfaces,  Nairn  cove  strip  shall  be  inserted  to  form  a  cove  for  backing  of 
the  linoleum.  Nairn  Lining  Felt,  Saturated,  shall  be  embedded  over  the  horizontal  area  in  Nairn 
Damp-proof  Cement  spread  liberally  and  in  accordance  with  the  manufacturer's  specifications. 
This  felt  shall  be  thoroughly  rolled  into  the  adhesive.  Over  the  felt  and  onto  the  backing  and  sides, 
the  Nairn  Linoleum  shall  be  secured  with  Nairn  Damp-Proof  Cement  spread  liberally  and  in 
accordance  with  the  manufacturer's  specifications.  The  linoleum  shall  be  rolled  thoroughly  on  all 
areas  to  remove  all  air  blisters  and  to  secure  proper  adhesion.  The  edge  of  the  linoleum  at  the  sink 
opening  shall  be  carefully  scribed  and  care  taken  to  see  that  the  Damp-Proof  Cement  covers  the 
edge  of  the  metal  both  on  horizontal  and  vertical  surfaces  so  that  a  tight  and  water-proof  joint 
is  secured.  If  specified,  the  linoleum  contractor  shall  supply  a  metal  edging  as  called  for  at  the 
upper  edge  of  the  linoleum  on  the  vertical  areas.  Where  abutting  Nairn  Wall  Linoleum,  the  seams 
at  the  junction  between  the  two  vertical  areas  shall  be  carefully  cut  so  that  a  tight  and  sightly  seam 
will  result.  At  the  outside  edge  of  the  horizontal  area,  after  the  work  is  otherwise  completed,  a  meta  I 
moulding  shall  be  provided  which  shall  cover  completely  the  exposed  edges  of  the  supporting  area 
and  the  linoleum  and  provide  a  metal  lip  to  prevent  water  drippage. 


The  wood  underfloor  shall  be  furnished  to  the  linoleum  contractor  smooth  and  even.  It  shall  be 

a  double  floor  brought  up  to  a  surface . inches  before  the  finished  floor  level.  This  wood 

floor  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  prepared  by  the  manufacturer  of  the  linoleum 
and  called  for  under  the  specifications  for  installation  of  Nairn  Linoleum  over  wood  underfloor  as 
given  on  page  178. 

APPLICATION  OF  MATERIALS:  The  linoleum  contractor  shall  install  Nairn  Linoleum  in  pattern 
and  gauge  as  specified  with  one-piece  cove  base  and  border  under  and  up  the  back  of  the  toe 
recess.  A  feature  strip  shall  be  provided  one  inch  wide  in  color  and  gauge  as  specified  at  the 
junction  between  the  edge  of  the  border  and  the  edge  of  the  field  linoleum.  Joints  between  the 
respective  materials  shall  be  sharp  and  clear  and  the  upper  edge  of  the  base  shall  be  carefully 
scribed  to  the  under  side  of  the  toe  recess.

How  to  Install  Nairn  Sealex  Insets 


1.  SCRIBING.  Place  the  Inset  on  the 
linoleum  floor.  Hold  it  firmly  in  place 
with  one  hand.  Scribe  around  its  en¬ 
tire  edge,  using  a  small  brad-awl,  ice 
pick  or  scribing  tool.  Be  sure  to  hold 
the  instrument  in  a  firm  and  upright 
position. 

2.  CUTTING.  After  this  “telltale”  line 
has  been  made,  cut  along  this  mark  to 
provide  the  perfect  opening  in  which 
to  place  the  Inset.  Use  a  thin-bladed, 
hooked  linoleum  knife.  Always  hold 
the  blade  straight.  Never  cut  a  beveled 
edge.

3.  REMOVING  CUT-OUT  PIECE.  Remove 
cut-out  piece  and  felt  (if  any)  beneath 
it.  Then  smooth  up  the  exposed  un¬ 
derfloor  as  much  as  possible. 

4.  INSTALLING  INSET.  Spread  paste  on 
the  back  of  the  Inset  with  a  large 
putty  knife  if  the  opening  is  too  small 
for  a  regular  paste  spreader.  If  felt  is 
to  be  placed  underneath,  follow  the 
same  procedure.  After  installation, 
the  surface  of  the  Inset  should  be 
cleaned  immediately  with  a  wet  cloth 
and  the  edges  pressed  down  smoothly 
with  the  flat  side  of  a  hammer  or  a 
small  metal  roller.  Sand-bags  or 
weights  should  be  placed  on  top  of 
the  installed  Insets  until  the  paste  has 
“set.”
